Dieudonne Costes and Jo- 
seph Lebrix Make 1100- 
Mile Nonstop Flight in 10

Chamberlin Lays New Plams 
_ After Plane Crashes on 
Third Attempt.

By the Associated Prees. 

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 4.—Cilar- 
ence D. Chamberlin and Roger Q. 
Williams, whose big Bellanca mon- 
oplane crashed at Byrd Field here 
today when they attempted to take 
off for a third attempt to break the 


world’s endurance record, were 
making plans tonight for their 
fourth effort at the mark ef Jo- 
hann Ristics and Cornelius Edzard, 
German holders of the retord. 

A. R. Martine, financial backer 
of the flight, talked to Joseph Bel- 
lanca, designer of the plane, soon 
after the crash. He said that the 
wreck of the plane wolud be sent 
to New York for repairs, after 
which it would be brought back to 
Richmond for another try. Cham- 
berlin and aviators who gathered 
to witness the take-off today unan- 
imously blamed the short runway 
for the crash. Chamberlin said 
that he realized he could not get 
away when he reached the point 
where the ground observers sig- 
naled he must rise. He said he 
forced the plane into the air and 
signaled to Williams to release the 
gasoline, in order that they might 
come down again without injury 
to the plane. 

As the big monoplane rose, the 
tail skids were seen to hit a raill- 
road track at the end of the run- 


as it rose. Chamberlin said he 
shut off the motor and the plane 
came down, crushing the right 
wing, tearing off the under car- 
riage and breaking the propeller. 
He said he was aware of the dan- 
ger in coming down with the 460 
gallons of gasoline aboard and 
thought emptying the tanks would 
insure their safety. 

The two men were quickly out of 
the plane and, after waving to the 
crowd that surged on the field, be- 
gan to inspect the wreckage. Wil- 
liams was smiling and told the 


ee 


spectators: “We'll make it next 
time.”’ . 
Martine was obviously disap- 


pointed but emphatic in his praise 
of Chamberlin and Williams, ac- 
crediting the New York-to-Germa- 
ny flyer with preventing serious in- 
jury or death to the flyers by his 
skill. He also expressed confidence 
in the Bellanca plane.

Cox, 
the Democratic candidate, was particu- 
larly vicious and unwarranted, calling 
him “low, loose and liquid for 20 years.” 
Of course he knew he was speaking to a 
Republican crowd for the most part, 
but he was also speakine in the cuise of 
a flaming prophet of civic righteousness. 
Now I am sure the “General” is familiar 
with the unsavory revelations of the 
Harding administration, public and pri- 
vate, but | wonder if he has a con- 
science. 

The selection of the colorful “Ohio 
gang’ over the Ohio Governor is a fair 
sample of the reliability and moral acu- 
men of that board. 

To the same purpose, it strikes me 
that a Christian minister can do better 
than take his moral leadership and his 
ideals of right. public or personal, from 
the Anti-Saloon League, which decidedly 
needs housecleaning.

The annual report of Dodge 


Brothers Inc. to stockholders, just 
released at Detroit, and supplied 
this paper by the Tate Motor Car 
Co., Dodge Distributer here, shows 
the combined sales of the com- 
pany for 1927 to be $173,581,526, 
and profits for the year, after de- 
preciation but before interest and 
provision for income taxes, were 
$14,830,475, equivalent to 3.9 times 
all interest for the year; and after 
interest and income taxes equiva- 
lent to $11.34 per share on the 
preference stock outstanding. 

The remainder of income, after 
all charges and provision for divi- 
dends on the preference stock, was 

3,778,926, equal to $1.55 per share 
on the common stock outstanding. 

Cash in banks and marketable 
securities at the end of 1927 to- 


taled $19,244,862, total current as- 
sets were $46,747,526, current lia- | 
bilities were $15,453,286 and the | 
ratio of current assets to current | 
liabilities was 3.03 to 1.

nuthor begins with the etymology 
of the word “slapstick’’—a device 
employed by many clowns. It was 
toward the end of the seventeenth 
century when “Arlequin”’ intro- 
duced into England the double- 
lath of castigation which made the 
maximum amount of noise with 
the minimum of injury. According 
to Mr. Disher, “blows became so 
popular that Pinkethman and Bul- 
lock must have surpassed Juvena's 
Mamercus in the number they 
could take. 

In the nineteenth century harle- 
quinades a pinch of gunpowder was 
placed in the cleft of the slapstick. 
After that the craze in London died 
down, At the same time, however, 
Paris was infected. Clowns at the 
cirques had to have their faces 
smacked constantly. 

Charlie Chaplin's. only facia! 
make-up, his black, close-cropped 
mustache, is in contrast to the 
make-up originally affected by 
clowns and still employed by the 
dotted-costume tumblers who roll 
in the sawdust of Barnum & Bai- 
ley's, Ringling Brothers, Selis-Floto 
and other circuses. Mr. Disher 
states that when the first actors 
mounted the cart of Thespis their 
faces were raddle@ with wine, to 
mark them off from ordinary men 
and thus help in creation .of an 
illusion. It was also, says the book 
on.clowns, the origin of the ““make- 
up’ necessary in all circumstances 
to clowns. “Mask,” in fact, comes 
from the Arab word, maskharat, 
for clown. Chaplin’s mustache, 
to which he has adhered from the 
days of “The Immigrant” to the 
present time of “The Circus.” was 
antedated by the sooted cheeks of 
Ancient Rome, the red noses_ for 
devils in the Middle Ages, masks 
in the Commedia dell arte, bismuth 
and rouge in the English MHarle- 
quinade, flour in old French farces, 
and burnt cork in Negro minstrel] 
shows-—all of these “make-ups” in- 
dicating the advantage of a covered 
face in creation of an illusion. 


m. DISHER tells of the death 
M «: a clown in his bismuth 

mirth-paint, “giving an added 
terror to the spectacle of death.” 
Chance Newton, then a. child, 
played the part of a sprite in a 
pantomime. When the clown, Wil- 
liam Buck of Surrey fame, did not 
appear, the sprite was sent to call 
him, He found him dead. “He 
had snuffed the bismuth of his 
white make-up into his brain.” 

Tarleton could clown without a 
mask, without even the make-up 
of a mustache such as Charlie 
Chaplin wears. It has only been 
at social gatherings that Chaplin, 
the unmasked clown, has clowned;: 
never on the screen. A favorite 
pantomime of Chaplin during his 
off-stage moments is that of the 
toreador addressing the maddened 
bull. Muttering a garbled mass of 
sounds whch were neither Span- 
ish, English or Greek, Chaplin 
portrayed the bull, the toreador 
and the fair lady in the royal box 
when he performed this panto- 
mime twice in New York last sum- 
mer. 

Tarleton could clown without a 
mask because he enjoyed the ad- 
vantage of a flattened nose, “so 
that he had only to be shown be- 
tween the tapestries at the back of 
the stage to raise delight." More 
recent examples of this school are 
louis Wolheim. the comedian of 
“Two Arabian Knights,” and who 
now appearing in support of 
John Barrymore in “Tempest:” 
Tom Kennedy. Gunboat Smith and 
Bull Montana. Unlike Tarleton, 
the clown Hippisley relied on the 
sear of a burn on his face, re- 
ecived in the days when he was a 
candle-snuffer. Hippisley’s burn 
Was so successful, says Disher, that 
when he proposed to bring up his 
son for the stage and that heir- 
apparent did not evidence too 
much abilitv, Hippisiey’s friend. 
Quin, drawled the suggestion: 

“Ten it high time to burn the 
lad?" 

ELIANCE on physical short- 
R comings—to which Chaplin did 

not resort to achieve laughter 
because he uld not—was carried 
to the tio. in 1919. British 
troops in that year took over a 
theater in Bonn. There was a clown 
who seemed to talk with his 
tongue in his cheek. When an 
army surgeon examined the come- 
dian he discovered that a cist in 
his cheek was causing the swell- 
ing. “He operated, and the opera- 
tion Was fatal to mirth.” 

Motley served the same purpose 
as the mask: Charlie Chaplin's 
derby, trousers, jacket and cane 
are as expressive as his mus-

| Molinari Makes 


His Final Bow 
At Today's ‘Pop 


Visiting Conductor to Con- 
clude. Work With Sym- 
phony Orchestra in Con- 
cert at the Odeon. 


ERNARDINO MOLINARI says 
B farewell to the St. Louis Sym- 

phony Orchestra of which for 
five weeks he has been guest-con- 
ductor, with his second Popular 
Concert program at the Odeon at 
3:15 today. 

His program is perhaps of a more 
popular character than that of last 
Sunday. It offers the conductor 
an opportunity for display of his 
peculiar talent for bel canto, and it 
has as its soloist Grace Leslie, 
American contralto, whose debut 
in St. Louis was made with the 
Morning Choral Club a few years 
ago. 

Miss Leslie is to sing the “‘Adieu 
Forests” aria from Tschaikowsky’s 
“Jeanne d’Arc,” and the “Ah mon 
fils” from Meyerbeer's “The 
Prophet.” two of the great con- 
tralto arias in opera. She isa New 
Englander, who in the course of her 
four years in concert work has ap- 
peared with the New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra, the Philadelphia 
Orchestra, the Harvard Music Asso- 
ciation and other orchestral and 
choral organizations. 

Molinari'’s program offers two 
overtures from Italian Opera: Ver- 
di’s “Sicilian Vespers’ and Ros- 
sini’s ‘“‘Tancredi.’”” Bracketed to- 
gether on it are two interesting 
numbers: Molinari’s transcription 
of Debussy'’s “L’'Isle Joyeuse” and 
Saint-Saens’ “Danse Macabre.’’ The

tors, in turn were rubbing elbows 
with the jeweled elite of Park 
avenue and Fifth avenue, who pay 
so heavily to slum and dance and 
drink tm the midnight palaces.

Since very 
little can be eoncealed from him 
if he has any intelligence and ordi- 
nary powers of observation, all 
that is required of him is that he 
keep his mouth shut. To that ex- 
tent I was a good waiter, but- it 
was to that extent only, for I was 
s0 much interested in this strange 
world in which I found myself that 
I fear I did not pay much attention 
to my duties. Certainly I did not 
last long at the two places where I 
worked, but I did last long enough 
to gain all that wealth of material 
which served me So well’ in writing 
“Broadway.”

a clown’s garb is given by Disher 
in “Clowns and Pantomime.” 

“The fool's was a livery crowned 
with the vainly valiant cockscomb 
and children’s bells, to take mran- 
ing out of his offense. The clown’s 
served the same end by copring 
the tatters of the lout, exactly as 
the garb of Dicaeopolis did when 
he set out to mock the warrior 
without losing hold of his war- 
time audiences sympathv. At 
length patches and livery were 
merged in one design. Then his- 
tory had to repeat itself. The dress 
of a poor man’s tragedy was again 
borrowed, and again became mot- 
lev. .... When Harlequin’s patcnes 
had become a patter of coloreil 
lozenges. the clown of the English 
HMarlequinade was invented as a 
tatterdomalion. After his rags had 
become frills, the  black-zaced 
scerecrow, called Jim Crow, ap- 
peared. When “nigger minstre!s”’ 
wore white collars and red-and- 
white striped trousers, the come- 
dian was born with a red nose and 
with patched trousers. 

Before Grock gave a sort of rez. 
ularity to the costume in Paris, 
Auguste of the cirque wore old, jl!- 
fitting garments—partly because 
French minds are amused at thea 
masquerade of London § streets, 
where the poor have no costume 
but the discarded garments of the 
rich, mainly for the reagons Dica- 
eopolis put forward. 

“Chariife Chaplin follows suit, 
end, being singularly articulate, he 
finds philosophic reason for doing 
so: 

“That costume helps me to e¢x- 
press my conception of the avrer- 
age man, of myself. The derdy, 
too small, is a striving for dignity. 
The mustache is vanity. The 
lightly buttoned coat and the atic: 
and the whole manner are a ges- 
ture towards gallantry and flash 
and ‘front.’ ”

He is trying to meet the world 
bravely, to put up a biyff. and he 
knews that, too.

ITH the Municipal Theater 
W Association’ chorus training 

school now well organized as 
the first step in the preparation of 
the productions to be seen at the 
Forest Park amphitheater next 
summer, attention is directed to the 
changes made by the association in 
the technical staff that will shape 
the presentations planned to cele- 
brate the tenth anniversary of the 
founding of Municipal Opera. 

The chorus school work is be- 
ing supervised by Alonzo Price, 
stage director, and Leon Rosebrook, 
musical director, both newcomers 
to the association's ranks. These 
two directors will in a measure be 
responsible for the character of 
opera productions that will grace 
the Municipal Theater- stage in 
1928. Both are favorably known 
in the theatrical profession and 
come highly recommended to the 
Municipal Theater Association. 


RICE succeeds to the position 
P ree for two years by Charles 
Sinclair. He is a native of Bos- 
ton.. His father was Mark Price, 
a well-known legitimate actor who 
served as leading man for Edwin 
Booth, E. L. Davenport and Law- 
rence Barrett. The cider Price was 
also a playwright, a trait that was 
handed down to the son, who when 
not directing musical productions, 
wrote such pieces as ‘“‘Somcbody's 
Sweetheart;’ “The Chiffon Girl,”’ 
one of Eleanor Painter's starring 
vehicles; “Love Knots” and “Bye 
Bye Barbara.” His newest piece, 
“Black-Eyed Suzanne” is scheduled 
for a fall showing in New York. 
Price started his professional ca- 
reer as a member of the Boston 
Cadets, an Organization that pro- 
duced “Jack and the Beanstalk.” 
“Evangeline,” “1492,” “The Show 
Girl,” and others. He spent two 
years with Nance O'Neil in classi- 
cal repertory before becoming as- 
sociated with Henry W. Savage 
as a comedian and stage director. 
For Savage he assisted in the pro- 
duction of “Woodland,” “The Mer- 
ry Widow.” “Excuse Me,” “The 
Gay Hussars," ““‘What Ails You” 
and “Sari.” Savage later sent him 
to London to supervise the pro- 
ductions there of the original ‘‘Ex- 
cuse Me’ and “Toot Toot,’ the 
musical version of the play.

He remained with Hammer- 
stein for several seasons staging 
and: playing in “Katinka,” “Rose 
Marie,”’ “Mary Jane McKane” and 
the London production of “Some- 
body's Sweetheart.” 

Price also staged the 
operetta. “The Land of Joy,” at 
the Cosmopolitan Theater. New 
York. a few years ago. More re- 
cently he co-directed “Take the 
Air.’ a current Broadway success 
sponsored by Gene Buck, and 
lorenz Ziegfeld’s newest hit, 
“Rosalie.” also a nightly sell-out 
in New York. 

Price has had a great deal of 
experience with summer light op- 
era repertory companies in Hart- 
ford. Minneapolis, Syracuse and 
Pittsburg. It is believed that his 
knowledge of all branches of the 
theater and his acquaintance with 
the more modern ideas now prevail- 
ing in musical productions will be 
reflected tn the staging of the pre- 
sentations planned to celebrate the 
tenth anniversary of Municipal 
Opera in St. Louis. 


OSEBROOK, the new musica!

No producer 
wanted to take a chance but finally 
one.John Rich put it on at Lin- 
coln’s Inn Field and after it had 
become all the rage. it was said it 
made Gay rich and Rich gay. 

or his music Gay sought the 
folk songs of England. Scotland. 
Ireland and Wales with words of 
his own and he made familiar to 
succeeding generations “How Hap- 
Py Could I Be With Either—Were 
t’' Other Dear Charmer <AwWay.” 
“Green Bileeves,” “Chevy Chase” 
and “Good Morning Gossip Joan." 

Cay’s Opera was constantly be- 
fore the public for 179 years. Its 
reviva] in London in 1930 ran four 
vears and was then brought to this 
country.

marked tendency to bow down in 
reverence before this Jatest and 
most ambitious of O'Neill's works. 
It has been called @& great and 
beautiful and enthralling play, n0- 
ble in its poetic expression and

profound in its search and reflec- 


tion of life. 
as a chronicler of the week's 


events in the New York theater, I 
am the more obligated to report 
this enthusiasm because, whereas 
“Strange Interlude,” thanks to 
the very instinctiveness of this 
born playwright’s use of the thea- 
ter as a medium, did interest me 
far more on the stage than it had 
done in the manuscript, I myself 
was unable to join in this chorus of 
admiration. It was not merely that 
I coul4 not go all the way with 
my brethers of the daily press. I 
could not go any of the way with 
them. Neither the really brilliant 
resourcefulness with which the 
unhampered Guild brought the 
@iay to life, nor the novelty of the 
technique O'Neill had employed in 
the writing of it, served to conceal 
even for the fleeting hours of the 
performance what seemed to me 
the naive and tasteless pomposity 
of its speech, and the fearful pre- 
tentiousness of its heavily-fur- 
rowed brow. Indeed, I thought 
that the net result of all the pa- 
tient and austere effort that went 
into “Strange Interlude” as it was 
performer at the Golden Theater 
on Monday last was a resonant 
emptiness. 


’ 8 an experience, the business of 
A artenaing “Strange Interlude’ 
hes a good deal in common 
with the reading of such a work, 
let us say, as “An American Trag- 
eady.” For there ts a marked kin- 
ship between O'Neill and the equal- 
ly grand, equally glum, equally 
gauche Theodore Dreiser. In the 
course 6f Dreiser's novel, after 
slogging along through appalling 
stretches of clumsy, clodhopper 
writing, I did come out at the other 
end the wiser and the more sym- 
pathetic for all this battering and 
bruising contact with his unlovely 
and shoddy but LIVING people. I 
felt like one who had been called 
in and as an interestéd and pity- 


ing neighbor to sit through another 
manifestation of that same eternal 
and unéimmed miracle of ereation 
which summoned the earth and the 
stars and you and me out of the 
void. But for all the aber 
pains with which the nine acts of 
“Strange Interlude” sgrean and 
writhe, it seems to me stili-bern. 
And I came away from it feeling 
as if I had spent a good many years 
with a chance assemblage of cloth- 
ing-store dummies, each neatiy 
ticketed with a firmly lettered 
placard, each all too visibly be- 
wigged, and each of them spouting 
all too unmistakably the words of 
the ventriloquial O’Neill himself.

PHILADELPHIA. 

NCE in the course 
of a stroll through 
one of the leas 
prosperous business 
districts of this 


city, Samuel 5S. 
Fleisher, wealthy 
Philadelphia man- 
ufacturer, found 
:; his curiosity 
aroused by a group of ragged street 
ufchins. They stood in front of a sec- 
6nd-hand shop window and were peer- 
ing hungrily within. What could the 
4ttraction be? He wondered. Was it 
i fresh display of candy or pastry? 
Was it baseball gloves or swimming 
suits? Bicycles or skates? Fleisher 
Moved nearer to find out, and in doing 
#0 received a surprise that engendered 
Much reflection. The attraction which 
had evoked so much interest from 
these ragged children was a soiled 
painting. 


. Here was something to think about. 


It had not- previously occurred to 


Fieisher that children of the streets 
afd tenements experienced an artistic 
eraving. He had not supposed a paint- 
ing would excite even passing inter- 
est. But here was evidence of a 
Marked esthetic hunger, a longing for 
the beautiful. Fleisher wondered if 
sOmething could not be done about it. 
There were charities and philanthro- 
pies which ministered to other and 
more physical needs. There were be- 


‘nevolent organizations and individuals 


to supply clothing and food for the 
heedy. There were others to take the 
ehildren of the slums on outings now 
ahd then. Why shouldn't there be 
somebody to bring into barren lives 
something of art and culture? Fleisher 
Gecided there should be. And he 
would be the man to do it. Where- 
upon, he founded a little organization 
kfiown as the Graphic Sketch Club. It 
was designed to exhibit examples of 
@feat paintings and sculpture now and 
then and to provide in a small way in- 
@tfuction for boys and girls who 
showed talent or taste for drawing. 


took his little stroll through the 

Philadelphia slums and learned that 
fagged children hunger for the beauti- 
ful, represented in part by works of 
aft. Today his Graphic Sketch Club 
gtands as a great cultural institution, 
with 2600 students and 16 instructors. 
From a tiny room it has grown to di- 
ménsions which now require a large 
building. Hundreds of young people 
have stepped from its doors into places 
in the world of art. Its work was so 
extensive and so outstanding in 1923 
that Fleisher won the Edward Bok 
Award for the greatest service of the 
year to Philadelphia, and since that 
time it has continued on an even more 
eémmanding scale. A year ago, Fleish- 
@f retired from his manufacturing 
Business to devote his full time to 
pAilanthropy. 

Now he has carried his work to ru- 
fal regions to do for poor children of 
the country what he has been doing 
18 past years for children of the cits 


[«: WAS 29 years ago that Fleisher 
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slums. Recently he opened 
an art school, similar to the 
Graphic Sketch Club, in 
Woodbine, New Jersey, to 
spread esthetic interests and 
cultural opportunities where 
they had been scarce before. 
He did this as a sort of repe- 
tition of his earlier experi- 
ment. Woodbine is a small 
place, much like a Middle 
Western college town, sur- 
rounded by little farms de- 
voted for the most part to 
poultry raising. There 
were few facilities avail- 
able for entertainment. 
As in most small towns, 
however, the young peo- 
ple were too fast for 
their surroundings. They 
wanted life. They 
craved the amusements 
and the bright lights 
of the city. Their at- 
tempts to get it had 
been a cause for much 
cuncern on the part of 
the elders. So some 
of the good. parents 
of the town asked 
Samuel Fleisher what 
could be done about 
it. That was how 
he happened to pick 
Woodbine for his 
second artistic ex- 
periment. 
This school, 
like the older 
Graphic Sketch 
Club, has pgrown rapidly, 
only it has grown far more rapidly 
than did the parent institution. It 
has fairly taken little rural Woodbine 
by storm. In operation less than a 
year, it now has 250 students on its 
rolls. Classes of boys and girls may 
be seen at work every day in a large, 
clean, well-lighted room with plaster 
casts and other small art objects. An 
outsider led into the place would 
experience the impression of having 
been transported to an up-to-date art 
studio in a large city. It is utterly 
unlike anything Woodbine or almost 
any other small town ever saw before. 
The little town also has a class 
in rhythmic dancing with an en- 
rollment of more than a_ée whun- 
dred pupils, some past the age of 
childhood. School authorities are co- 
operating with the Fleisher venture by 
granting the use of one of the assem- 
bly rooms for a theater, where per- 


formances are given regularly as an- 


other course of the town's artistic fare. 
The place is literally on an artistic 
rampage. 


F COURSE, so worth while an 
() artistic venture could not hope 
to take its place in Woodbine or 
any other small town without encoun- 


tering opponents and detractors. Some 
would naturally complain at any 


change in the town's life, no matter - 


whether for better or worse. Others 
would hold up their hands in horror 
of theatrical performances and danc- 
ing. Many did in Woodbine. They 
complained that Woodbine was being 
jazzed up and the youngsters were be- 
ing led into sinful ways——new-fangled 
ways and so perforce sinful. 


But the ‘“‘sin- 

ful’’ institution had a way of get- 

ting desirable results. It was soon 
found that the young men who had 
been loafing around the village pool- 
room were looking in now and then at 
the plays in the school assembly room. 
Before long they were openly attend- 
ing these performances and talking 
about them. 


HEY were hearing strange 
names they had never heard be- 
fore—Shaw, Pinero, Wilde, 
Yeats, Dunsany, Galsworthy, O'Neill. 
They were learning something about 
art and esthetic dancing and the town 
found itself rapidly growing away 
from the old fogies who had always 
thought—if they could be said to 
think at all—that the theater and art 
were sinful. It is usually that way 
when people are given an opportunity 
to see for themselves what such things 
are like instead of depending on the 
hearsay of camp-meeting revivalists. 
Fleisher found, early in his philan- 
thropic experiment—and in 29 years 
he never found anything to contradict 
it—that people need little urging once 
they are given an opportunity to see 
something of the cultural side of life. 
That, he declares, constitutes the chief 
delight of working among children in 
a crowded section of the city. Give 
them a chance to see and understand 
the beautiful and they grasp at it like 
drowning men at straws. 

Fleisher’s motto is: Make every man, 
woman and child in the United States 
an artist at heart and the future of 
the nation is assured. But he found

best, not by a school as such but by a 
school operated as a club. It must 
have other features besides mere 
courses of instruction. Thus. the 
Graphic Sketch Club is, first of all. a 
school for beginners in art study. Sec- 
ondly, it is a neighborhood club, a 
place where neighbors may meet and 
talk over their interests, artistic or 
otherwise. In the third place, it is a 
museum of art. The club now main- 
tains a room set apart as a Temple of 
Silence, where art lovers may find en- 
joyment in study of art exhibits. Daily 
a painting or piece of sculpture is 
placed upon a stand in front of rows 
of seats. There the art lover may sit 
as long as he wishes, viewing the ex- 
hibit in silence. 

The purpose of the Graphic Sketch 
Club and the art school at Woodbine, 
Fleisher pointed out in a recent inter- 
view, is not to make professional! 
artists out of the students who attend 
these institutions. It is rather to find 
and to develop the sense of beauty in 
the child. 


re4 Pp ARENTS,” he declared, ‘‘often 


insist that their children be 

able to play a piano or some

it is not their intention to make pro- 
fessional musicians out of the chil- 
dren, but to teach them to hear and 
appreciate music for their own enjoy- 
ment.

It is just as instinctive for a child to 
attempt to draw pictures as it is for 
him-to try to make pleasant sounds. 
The love of beauty is in the child's 
soul naturally. It is up to us, there- 
fore, to develop it and help it grow. 
We have got to help create the taste 
for the finer things. 

“In any great forward movement to- 
ward raising the standards of our lives, 
the important thing, naturally, is to 
begin with children. If, a generation 
ago, we had given proper encourage- 
ment to children we would not have 
to beg adults today to patronize the 
fine arts. They would flock of their 
own accord to art exhibitions because 
the taste created years ago would al- 
ways remain effective. We must work 
now for the future as well as for the 
present. If proper attention is paid 
to development of the fine emotiona, 
each child will be able to decide for 
himself between the coarse and the 
fine, for each will have the proper basis 
for comparison. Each will know both.”’ 

Fleisher expresses a belief that in- 
mates of prisons for the most part are 
persons who have been starved esthet- 
ically, who have little sense of beauty. 
But he believes they were born with a 
love for the beautiful and might have 
been saved from an unhappy fate had 
this sense been developed in childhood. 

“In my vast experience with chil- 
dren, located in a crowded city quar- 
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ter, far from fields 
and parks,” he con- 
tinued, “I have 
never found a child 
who did not respond 
to cultural inflw 
ence. The trouble is 
that few know the 
joy of beauty be 
cause they have not 
come in contact 
with it. I am try- 
ing to correct that 
evil. What happens 
in the congested district of the city? 

“The dominant side of life is failure 
and futility from the start. The 
youngster knows nothing but struggie 
and the pinch of necessity. He con 
stantly feels the repression and re 
straint of barriers. He is virtually im 
prisoned spiritually. Dark, narrow 
streets are his home. If he filles a kite 
it will not go high before it is entam 
gled in a mass of poles and wires. It 
is not like flying a kite in the ope 
The child is defeated. A great amoutt 
of thought, hope and energy goes inte 
that attempt to fly the kite, but all # 
wasted. 

“It is the same with other games be 
tries to play. He is no sooner started 
romping in the street than an aute 
niobile, a truck or a cart comes by and 
stops him. He has failed again. Al 
the patural attempts to express him 
self end in failure. Life becomes ® 
bitter and a cursed thing, full of co 
tinual discouragement and dejection.

It js headed “‘Romance in Jail,’ and if 
you are a skeptic you will simply con- 
clude that Gerry reads all the confes- 
sion magazines.

““Mareh 3-—-I couldn't write last 
night because my heart ached too 
much.

If 
I do not win his love, when I leave 
here I leave this world. These bars 
hold no terror for me, jail holds no 
terror, but the thought of life outside 
without him holds the terror of an 
empty heart.

How can I live through three 
months of this? 

“Three boys from Winchester were 
here today, friends of mine. But 
everyone of them have lost al] appeal 
to me. I sent Luther Davis home 
angry last night and asked him not to 
come any more. I hate him, hate them 
all but ‘him.’ It’s after 9 o’clock and 
Iam locked in. My eyes are full of un- 
shed tears, because I love him. Why, 
dear God, must you send this curse up- 
on me, after all that I have suffered at 
the hands of men? 

“March 27—Tears are falling fast. 
He has ordered me to bed, and for n‘ 
reason at all. He 
went out, taking a 
prisoner with him, 
who happens to be 
a relation of his. 
Gave me the keys 
and asked meto 
care for the place. 
When they came back 
they rang the bell and 
when I tried to open 
the door, I couldn't 
get it open. At last 
one of the roomers, 
Mr. Moore, came and 
opened the door. The 
Sheriff started to 
bawl me out about 
the door and I told 
him to ‘take care of 
his own damn keys.’ 
So he sent me to 
bed and locked me 
up.’ 

For the next two or 
three days, Geraldine 
is put on a bread and 
water diet, the diary 
relates. For a week 
the handsome Sheriff 
does not epeak to her. ‘They are play- 
ing the phonograph,’ she writes on 
April 7, “and it makes my heart ache. 
I can hear his voice. I want him, want 
him. God, how I could love him if he 
would but take me in his arms. I won- 
der if I shoald ask him to forgive 
me?’ She celebrates her twenty-fifth 
birthday in jail with a special dinner 
and a birthday cake, and on the fol- 
lowing day she made up with Plum- 
mer: 

“April 9.—Happy day. I asked him 
to forgive me and he seemed pleased. 
Patted my face and said: ‘So be dif- 
ferent, will you, Gerry? We want to 
be good to you.’ How happy I am 
now. So giad, so glad, I could sing 
for very joy. It wasn't all my fault, 
but I took all the blame. Men are 
always so sure of themselves, and I do 
helieve he feels better, too. If he had 
only taken me in his arms. 

“April 10—-Sunday—He is gone. 
Two other prisoners and I found the 
key to the storeroom and helped our- 
selves to the stuff. I feel fine now. 
I suppose he is holding her in his arms 
now.

in Our city was the result of 
centuries of wanderings on the 
part of his ancestors. He is 
believed to have originated in 
Africa, migrated to Asia and, 
through Siberia and a _ strip 
of land which used to connect 
Siberia with Alaska, have ar- 
rived in North America. From 
this point, the mastodon’s life 
seems to have been one of 
keeping a few jumps ahead of 
glaciers, for as the glaciers 
swept down from the North, 
the mastodécn galloped south, 
always keeping on the fringe 
of the ice. As the glaciers 
never progressed farther south 
than what is now the northern 
boundary of Kentucky, it is 
probable that our particular 
epecimen was one of the last of 
his race. 

Today extinct as a city hall 
Democrat, he and his fellows 
once roamed the local field in com- 
pany with, or at odds with, a race of 
horees, now also extinct; the carniv- 
orous sabre-toothed tiger, the giant 
beaver, sometimes as large as a black 
bear, and huge sloths. Here he set- 
tled down, became part of the com- 
munity and reared hig family, recog- 
nizing, as do many today, the mani- 
fest natural advantages with which 
Nature has ‘equipped the locality. 
There was no smoke in those days. 


ASTODON remains have been 
WU toe in many parts of the 
United States and there are to- 
day perhaps a dozen reconstructed 
skeletons in various museums. Cot- 
ton Mather. New England historian, 
early in the eighteenth century found 
eeveral such fossils and wrote to a 
friend in England that he had dis- 
covered the remains of a_ race of 
giants. 
The teeth and bones pictured here- 
with were dug up by workmen in the 


cement quarry. Officials of the com- 
pany, notified by the foreman, recog- 
nized the scientific value of the re- 
mains and turned them over to the 
Geology Department of Washington 
University. Professor Shipton of the 
Geology Department, upon viewing 
them, declared them to be highly im- 
portant and esked John W. Rade- 
baugh, also of the department of geo-

bones were those of the American 
mastodon and took steps to preserve 
them but was able to salvage only 
about one-third of the remains, the 
reat crumbling from contact with the 
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atmosphere. The sound speci- 
mens, two teeth and two bones, 
were treated with preserva- 
tives. One of the teeth was 
that of an old animal, the 
other of a young maatodon, 
the conclusion being that they 
had met death together. The 
bone fossils are part of a 
thigh and shin bone. 

Whether man roamed the 
hills and valleys hereabouts at 
tne time of the mastodon is 4 
matter of conjecture. Some 
have stoutiy maintained that 
he did and have exhibited ar- 
row heads and other’ crude 
weapons found near the bones 
of mastodons. Scientists, how- 
ever, hesitate to accept. the 
evidence as final, pointing out 
that the human beings of a 
considerably later period 
might easily have left their in- 
struments on the soil abeve the 
fossils. It is certain that the 
human race in Europe was ac- 
quainted with the woolly mammoth, 
another branch of the elephant family, 
for a number of crude drawings of 
mammoths have been found on bones 
and on the walls of caves. 


UT on this continent no real 
B evidence has been produced to 

show that man and the masto- 
don were co-existent or that man had 
anything to do with the extinction o! 
the mastodon, as he later had - with 
the extermination of the buffalo. 


Some authorities hold that all species, . 


like nations, have their rises and 
falls and eventually pass out of ex- 
iatence and that the absence of the 
mastodon may be accounted for in 
this way. The fact that the race. of 
horses which existed in the Pleisto- 
cene age, which would have been of 
tremendous value to man, has also 
rassed out, lends color to the theory 
The type of horse common in this 
country today is the descendant of 
those introduced by the Spaniards, 
which multiplied rapidly. 

One investigator, though, held tena- 
ciously to the belief that men of a 
savage state hunted the mastodon. He 
was Dr. Albert Koch, who discovered 
the’ first mastodon remains in Mis- 
souri and published a report about 
them near the middie of the last cen- 
tury

Dr. Koch found, scattered about the 
skeleton, axes, arrowheads and other 
human implements and declared that 
there was also evidence showing that 
fire had been made on top of the 
skeleton. These things, he said, con- 
vinced him that men had killed the 
mastodon. If he was right, his as 
sertion gives rise to a vivid imagined 
ecene—-that of savages pursuing the 
great beast, trapping him in the mire 
of a swamp and afterward devouring 
his flesh in the light of their barbaric 
fires. Unfortunately for romance, how- 
ever, only the top portions of the 
Koch skeleton were charred, pointing 
to accidental contact with fire started 
perhaps long after the death of the 
animal. Dr. Koch's views were not 
gererally accepted in this country, to 
his great distress, and he crated his 
Gasconade fossils and shipped them to 
England, where they now lie in a mu- 
S¢um. 


NDERNEATH the buildings of 
: St. Louis there are undoubtedly 

many. interesting fossilized re- 
mains of prehistoric animals, as the 
vicinity has been the recipient of much 
Klacial action, and to the boy who 
gets a kick out of finding an arrow 
head in a creek bed or the farmer 
who gets excited when his plow un- 
earths a rusted breastplate, there are 
newer and great joys of the imagina- 
tion to be found in a few biocks' walk 
in the city. 

Even more ancient fossils may be 
actually seen in a limestone quarry 
near Meramec Highlands. Here, em- 
bedded in rock, are thousands of fos- 
sils of tiny plants and animals that 
lived in the warm sea which covered 
this territory a millilon years ago 
Washington University has a large 
collection of these shelie and fossil- 
ized skeletons on display in its geo- 
logy building. They range from tiny 
sea lilies to large reptiles reconstruct- 
ed in plaster from partial remains. 

On these rambles deep into. the 
cavernous belly of time, so monstrous 
and long as to dwarf the wanderer to 
insignificance and virtual invisibili- 
ty, the occasiona! visitor in the tre- 
mendous realm of geology is apt to 
emerge from the experience panting 
at the meager span of 60 or 70 years 
allotted him wten he pictures his 
speck of life, his little beart throb, 
laid upon the background of even a 
single geologic era.
